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WASHINGTON — The moun 
tain lion, cougar or panther of the 
western mountains of this conti¬ 
nent finds s defender In Frank G 
Hlbben, curator of the museum at 
the University of New Mexico 
Baaing his assertion on the care 
ful examination of thousands of 
specimens of food remains. Mr. 
Hibben declares that livestock 
constitute only a half of 1 
per cent of the food of the moun¬ 
tain lion. 

Major items In the big cat's diet 
are deer. Rocky Mountain mule 
deer remains appeared In 54 per 
cent ot the specimens examined, 
white-tailed deer in 28 per rent. 
Rabbits, of several species, totaled 
6 per cent. The mountain lion 
must be either exceedingly tough- 
mouthed or highly adroit In 
handling difficult tidbits, for por 
cupine ts nearly a 6 per cent 
Item In Mr. Hibben s list. No 
evidence was found that moun¬ 
tain Ilona ever eat any kind of 
bird. . .. . . 

The study tends to support 
modern conservationists' conten¬ 
tion that the mountain lion's pre¬ 
dations on deer are on the whole 
beneficial, weeding out crippled, 
old and sick animals and keeping 


the stock trimmed down to tbs Ht 

specimens. Wherever a lion- 
killed deer carcass could be found 
not too much dismembered, 
measurements were taken. It 
was found tn practically every 
case that the victims had been 
substandard animals in some re¬ 
aped.

r Confederation a Governor-General has 
literally died In harness. This is the Lord 
Tweedsmuir. His Majesty's representative In 
Canada, whose untimely passing all the 
people of the Dominion are mourning today. 
It Is also the death of John Buchan, author, 
litterateur, and classicist, which has shocked 
the Empire and the whole world. And all Bri¬ 
tish and friendly peoples will Join In the ex¬ 
pressions of sincere sympathy that win go 
out to the Lady Tweedsmuir and her family 
in their hour of great sorrow. 

It is nearly nee years since the senior 
overseas Dominion and Its people welcomed 
this man and took him to their hearts. In 
that short time he discovered Canada; he 
visited the loams and cities, traversed thous¬ 
and of miles of the sparsely-populated hin¬ 
terland. Not only did he discover Canada 
In the physical sense, contemplating Its viril¬ 
ity and promise ■with the eye and mind of 
the poet and the appraisal of the diplomat; 
he accumulated a knowledge and understand¬ 
ing of the vital Canadian scene unsurpassed 
by any of Ills predecessors at Rldeau Hall. 
It was from the thoroughness with which he 
applied his Inherent capacity for analysis 
and cataloguing Impressions, no less than 
from an appreciation of the significant evo¬ 
lutionary processes from which Canada had 
so successfully emerged In recent times, 
that Lord Tweedsmuir obtained his most In¬ 
timate conception of the average Canadian’s 
thoughts, hopes and aspirations. 

His Excellency's fine humanitarian In¬ 
stinct and his catholicity of interest were 
never more spontaneous and marked than 
In his ready response to those national ap¬ 
peals In which hls voice and pen could play 
an eloquent part. On these occasions, and. 
Indeed, at any time when freed from the re¬ 
straining dictum of custom and tradition. It 
was John Buchan as well as the Governor- 
General of Canada who pleaded the cause 
and Invariably assured Its victory. Diplomat, 
soldier, novelist and patriot—Lord Tweeds 
mult's versatile accomplishments shed a 
lustre an hls exalted office which will remain 
undimmed In the pages of Canads’s history.

whether they be applied to the discovery of 
some means of preventing what has been 
described as a full-scale war, or whether they 
shall be used more actively for the purpose 
of preparing the way for United States par- 
Uctpatlon In the settlement that one day will 
hate to be made. He knows as do his Secre¬ 
tary of State Cordell Hull and hls Undersecre¬ 
tary of Bute Sumner Welles—who Is about 
to undertake an exploratory mission to 
Europe—the terms bn which Great Britain 
and France are prepared to talk peace with 
the head of the country chiefly responsible 
for the world’s state today. Theirs Is the 
minimum below which; any suggestion they 
go will be received with suspicion. 

Although the present may not appear to 
be the most propitious Juncture to discuss 
the matter of peace with neutral nations, or 
to send Mr. Welles to Britain, France and 
Germany—he is going; to Rome as well—It 
is always the right time for the chief execu¬ 
tive of the neighboring republic to Impress 
the rest of the world with the fact that tt)e 
United States will take an active part In the 
next peace settlement. Of one thing the rest 
of the nations concerned will require to be 
assured by the present dir another govern¬ 
ment at Washington, however. Is that the 
next formula agreed upon shall not be con¬ 
verted Into a political football and treated as 
President Wilson's contribution to world 
order was treated nearly 20 years ago. If, 
therefore, some of the European chancel- 
lories are inclined to be skeptical of Hr- 
Roosevelt's latest plan, such doubts about Its 
wisdom or usefulness can be traced back to 
historical fact. 

Both the British and French governments 
of course, will treat any Inquiries which Mr. 
Welles may make of them with the utmost 
courtesy and patience. Mr. Roosevelt could 
send no more experienced or more tactful 
official than hls Undersecretary of State on 
so delicate a business. And we may be quite 
sure that the President’s principal object, 
apart from any domestic political considera¬ 
tion In which the belligerent nations are 
much leas .interested than they are in their 
own future, Is the discovery of a means of 
preventing an extension of the present con¬ 
flict and a formula which win make its repe¬ 
tition well-nigh Impossible.

Cod liver oil is In use to this 
day, but a great discovery has 
given the human race a new and 
easier way of obtaining Vitamin
